Applicant's arguments filed 19 January 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the comments in this 
section and Final Action mailed on 19 October 2005). 

Regarding applicant's argument of claim 1 on pg. 11, 2 nd - 3 rd paragraph, "...fails to teach or to suggest ...a data storage device 
comprising account data that comprises parameters establishing rules of use..." and "...to modify the first account parameter in response 
to the customer-initiated signal...", the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Kung discloses a data storage device comprising account data 
that comprises parameters establishing rules of use (see col. 3, lines 29-51; col. 4, line 13 - col. 5, line 11; Figs. 1-2); and to modify the 
first account parameter in response to the customer-initiated signal (see col. 4, line 12-19; col. 5, lines 30-37; col. 6, lines 13-20; col. 7, 
lines 36-48; Figs. 1-2), where the subscriber can change their telephone service. Also, Rosenberg discloses a data storage device (54) 
comprising account data that comprises parameters establishing rules of use (see col. 9, lines 3-20, 54-65; Figs. 3-4), where the user has 
a sen/ice plan provided by a wireless service provider; and to modify the first account parameter in response to the customer-initiated 
signal (see col. 6, line 65 - col. 7, line 2; Fig. 2), where the user can add or change their sen/ice plan. 

Regarding claims 2-28, the claims are rejected for the same reasons as addressed above.
